Now We're Friends 


With the Peace Treaty signed in San 
Francisco, Japan is on the way back to 
her place in the world as a sovereign na- 
tion, made over, we trust, to live in the 
future without aggression. National opin- 
ions and individual opinions undergo a 
change in the course of time. Not much 
more than a half dozen years ago, con- 
fidence in the people and their ways was 
practically nil—an exaggerated state that 
comes between peoples at war. Now that 
nation and ours consider each other as 

friends and even partners in the job of 

Pacific defense. Our former enemy is 
our friend—and we are all happy about 
it. It’s as it should be. 

Such a change comes in the status of 
the man who gets right with God. Jesus 
said to some who oppressed Him: “Ye 
are of ycur father the devil.” After the 
resurrection, He said to His followers 
(they had not always been His disciples; 
they had been converted): “I ascend to 
my Father and your Father, to my God 
and your God.” Something had happened 
to make these people over, to change 
them from children of darkness into chil- 
dren of light. God had come into their 
lives. They were born again, new crea- 
tures in Christ Jesus. 

During this day of grace, Jesus is in 
the business of doing away with His 
enemies; He makes friends out of them, 
as many as He can. He slays them with 
love. If kind treatment to a nation by its 
conquerors uproots their hatred and re- 
places it with respect and love, how 
much can the Christian do in the battle 
of the ages as he uses the weapon of the 
love of God and wins lost souls to Christ. 
To show no resentment at the first mile 
of duty, he walks the second mile of 
charity. When the coat of necessity is 
taken from him, he offers the cloak of 
love. When smitten on the cheek in the 
course of human relations, he offers the 
cheek of brotherly kindness. 

Strong stuff it takes to fight in the war 
of the spirits of men. And skill in hand- 
ling the fine instruments of longsuffering 
and Christian grace is needed to win in 
the contest of right versus wrong, god- 
liness versus ungodliness, the carnal ver- 
sus the spiritual. 

Paul wrote to Timothy: “Be strong in 
the grace that is in Christ Jesus.” (2 Tim. 
2:1). That could hardly mean an order to 
be strong in the unmerited favor of God. 
That grace is His, operating to show His 
love to fallen man. Grace also means a 
disposition to show mercy, or clemency. 
And a further meaning is “sense of right.” 
Strength in the sense of right is charac- 
ter. Strength in the sense of right will 
keep a man steady under pressure, or on 
the track when he feels all usual pres- 
sure is lifted, such as the pressure of 
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opinion— when he’s away from home and 
friends, when no one knows. 

Our bodies are made to live in normal 
air pressure, varying some with altitude. 
They can take only so much of excess 
pressure and only so much of reduced 
pressure; a sudden change can work hav- 
oc and even death. Pressure-cabined 
planes take their passengers high in the 
sky, far higher than they could go if the 
proper pressure were not maintained in- 
side. Men working in compressed atmos- 
phere beneath the surface of the ground 
or of the sea make the change to normal 
pressure only so fast, lest being adjusted 
to the added pressure, their bodies suf- 
fer from the bends and their lives be in 
grave jeopardy. 

Christian living seems to be geared to 
a norm of pressure; so much. tempta- 
tion, so much testing and the soul is in its 
familiar spiritual climate. Let the pres- 
sure be increased and he becomes acute- 
ly aware of his need of greater strength. 
Let the pressure be decreased—he’s in 
the stratisphere of smooth sailing. Look 
out, he may forget his dependence on 
the Lord. 

Seems like we've come a long way from 
the thought of war and converting ene- 
mies. Not so. As every Christian is strong 
in the sense of right, the grace that is in 
Christ, He will make friends for the 
church of Christ. He will make listeners 
to the gospel of Jesus. “Whosoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved,” wrote the apostle Paul to the Ro- 
mans. And he continued: “How then 
shall they call on him in whom they have 
not believed? and how shall they believe 
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EXT, 


in him of whom they have not heard?” 
(Rom. 10: 13-14). And will they hear if 
they have not been encouraged to lis- 
ten—already made interested because 
someone they know has been a Christian 


with a consistent testimony?

Fransplanted Teeth Bue 

It is reported that a professor of den- 
tistry at the University of Oregon, Dr. 
H. M. Miller, has been successful in 
growing undeveloped wisdom tooth buds 
in new locations in the same human jaw. 
In the past three years, about a third of 
the transplants have been successful, 
surviving a three-year observation pe- 
riod. A higher rate of success is expected 
as the techniques are improved. So far 
the transplanting has been done with 
wisdom tooth buds replacing six-year 
molars on the same side of the mouth, 
and not from upper to lower jaws or the 
reverse. It is thought that with the so- — 
lution to several problems may come the 
possibility of tooth banks.

Wonders with Microwaves 

We are told that Telephone engineers 
have now made it possible for several 
hundred simultaneous telephone conver- 
sations to be sent over one channel. Mi- 
crowaves, which operate in the super 
high frequency range, are beamed from 
one tower to another, 107 of them 30 
miles apart, across the continent. This 
lightens the traffic on the overloaded 
regular transcontinental telephone lines. 


Visit City of Queen of Sheba 

After two years of digging in Aden, a 
protectorate of Britain, and making 
friends of nearby Yemenites who came to 
watch them, a group of archaeologists 
have been permitted to visit Mareb, in 
Arabia. Believed to be the capital city of 
the Queen of Sheba, its several hundred 
acres of ruins include an old temple the 
Bedouins still-call Sheba’s Temple. There 
are also the remains of a great dam which 
once tranped rain that made the area 
fertile. Erosion had exposed layers of 
civilization as far as 70 feet down, pos- 
sibly dating from the times of Abraham.

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he title of the book of Revelation sug- 

gests to us what it contains. It is the 
revelation of Jesus Christ. The revealing 
of the Lord Jesus, it was given to show 
the Lord’s servants things which must 
come to pass. A blessing is promised to 
those who read and hear the word of the 
prophecy and keep the things which are 
written in the book. In the first chapter 
we have the wonderful vision which John 
saw of the Lord Jesus, the author of the 
letters to the seven churches. 


John was caught up in the Spirit and 
was given a revelation of that day which 
is to come at the end of this age. That 
day is spoken of in the Word of God as 
“the day of the Lord.” It is quite evident 
that more is intended by this expression 
than merely the first day of the week. We 
are told that he heard a voice as the 
sound of a trumpet. In the Greek, the 
word suggests a great, large, loud, 
mighty, and strong voice. Indeed it is 
the word from which we get our word 
megaphone, meaning a loud sound. It is 
described by the revelator as the voice 
of a trumpet. The voice said, “I am AIl- 
pha and Omega, the fist. and the last 
and, What thou seest, write in a book, 
and send it unto the seven churches 
which are in Asia.” Thus we have the di- 
vine authority for the book and the au- 
thentication for its being published and 
sent abroad. 


John says that he turned. to see the 
voice that spake with him and _ being 
turned he saw seven golden candlesticks. 
These candlesticks represent the church 
from the beginning to the end of the 
church age. Note two or three facts. In 
the first place, the number is seven. This 
is a number of completion in the Word 
of God, the perfect number. ‘Notice too 
that the candlesticks were made of gold, 
and gold always suggests diety. The 
church of Jesus Christ is a divine organ- 
ism. Its source and founder is the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The purpose: of ‘a candle- 
stick is to give light, and a candlestick of 
that tvpe can only give light when it is 
supplied with oil. We know that Jesus 
Christ sent the Holy Spirit to the church 
to enable her to give light. Without this 
divine oil she is without the power to 
give light to the world. These were not 
seven separate lampstands; they were 
seven candlesticks on one stand, indicat- 
ing the unity of the church from begin- 
ning to end. There is only one true 
church. John saw in the midst of the 
seven candlesticks, one like unto the Son 
of Man. He was clothed with a garment 
down to the foot and girt about the 
breasts with a golden girdle. These robes 
indicate that Jesus is revealed as the 
Righteous Judge. for the Scripture sneaks 
of Christ as the righteous judge. Christ 


is here revealed as the Judge of the 
church. There is a sense in which the 
church is continually judged by her

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The Glorified Son of Man

Lord. Of course we know that Jesus is 
always in the midst of His church in 
every century of time. He said, “Where 
two or three are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the midst of them.” 


Notice that the girdle about his breast 
was made of gold, speaking to us of the 
Judge who judgeth righteously. The de- 
scription continues, and it is said that his 
head and his hairs were like wool, as 
white as snow. This suggests to us the 
“Ancient of Days.” It has long been the 
custom in certain lands for judges to 
wear long flowing robes, and also to 
place a wig of white hair upon their 
heads, these robes and these wigs indi- 
cating the dignity of the office which 
they hold. The meaning of these facts 
holds true as applied here to our blessed 
Lord. He is the Righteous Judge, who 
judges not according to the poor stand- 
ards of man, but according to the right- 
eousness of God Himself. Further, He 
is revealed as possessing eyes which are 
like a flame of fire. Here is the Judge, 
who, with wisdom, experience, and ven- 
erableness, judges righteously because 
he sees all, knows all, and understands 
all. His eves of fire suggest to us the fact 
that He knows everything and can read 
the inmost thoughts of the mind. 


When our Lord was here upon the 
earth, men quailled before His  soul- 
penetrating gaze. There is nothing hid- 
den from Him as judge. All things are 
now and will forever be naked and open 
before Him. There is nothing concealed 
from His penetrating gaze. He knows 
the condition of the church at large. He 
knows the condition of the individual as- 
sembly. He knows the hearts of the in- 
dividual members of that assembly. 


We next are given a picture of His 
feet. We are told that they are like unto 
fine brass, as if they burned in a furnace. 
Brass, in the Word of God, is always sug- 
gestive of judgment. These feet that 
trod the path of suffering and persecu- 
tion, these feet that were pierced on the 
cross of Calvary, these feet that were 
weary will one day be revealed as the 
feet like unto fine brass as if burning in 
a furnace, coming in power to judge the 
church and the world. He is coming back 
to judge the world. One day his feet will 
crush the anti-Christ, in that day when 
he comes to tread the winepress of the 
fierceness of wrath of God. His voice, 
heard as the sound of many waters, sug- 
gests to us mighty power, and being the 
voice of the Lord Jesus Christ, it sug- 
gests supreme authority. It is the voice of 
the judge striking terror to the hearts of 


all evil doers, now and in the day to 


come. How terrible that voice will sound 


in the ears of the guilty. All men shall 
one day hear the voice of the Son of God. 


“In his right hand he held seven stars.” 
Stars in the Scripture are representative 
of messengers. and messengers in this 
connection are the ministers of the seven 
churches, Since they are held in his hand, 
this is an indication that God’s ministers 
derive beth their office and authority 
from him. It is a divine office vouchsafed 
to those to whom Christ will commit it. 
This Scripture has a twofold meaning. 
In the first place the faithful shepherds 
are held in his hand and are safe from 
all evil. Christ upholds them by his pow- 
er. In the second place, false shepherds, 
the blind leaders of the blind, are in His 
grasp, the grasp of His judgment; and 
who shall deliver them? There will one 
day be a fearful reckoning for unfaith- 
fulness and for false teaching, as well as 
for false practice within the church of 
Jesus Christ. Out of our Lord’s mouth 
went. a sharp two-edged sword. His 
Word is always as sharp as a two-edged 
sword. It is the word of power. It is the 
word that divides asunder. It is the word 
that defines the cleavage between right 
and wrong, justice and injustice, the 
clean and the unclean, the holy and the 
unholy. By His word he will one day 
smite the nations which have rebelled 
against Him. By His word he will pro- 
tect His people and will destroy the 
enemies of His people. 


“His countenance was as the sun 
which shineth in his strength.” The sun 
is the most awesome, the most powerful 
body that we know anything about. 
Jesus Christ is revealed in this way. He 
is at once the most awesome and the 
most powerful one. He is the strong one, 
the glorious one, the all-powerful one. 
No wonder that when John saw Him in 
this glorious revelation of Himself, he 
fell at His feet as dead. Nor is this the 
first time that man face to face with 
Diety has so acted. Ezekiel and Daniel 
fell upon their faces. The disciples upon 
the Mount of Transfiguration fell upon 
their faces and were sore tfraid. Saul fell 
to the earth. The revealed Christ laid His 
hand upon John, and said, “Fear not, I 
am the first and the last.” This was the 
indication of His eternity. Then He said, 
“I am he that liveth and was dead; and 
behold, I am alive forevermore. Amen; 
and have the keys of hell and of death.” 
He is the resureccion and the life. It was

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A Pure Offering

“For from the rising of the sun even 
unto the going down of the same my 
name shall be great among the Gentiles; 
and in every place incense shall be of- 
fered unto my name, and a pure offer- 
ings for my name shall be great among 
the heathen, saith the Lord of hosts.”’— 
Malachi 1:11 

The theme of this article is built 
around the words “pure offering.” There 
are two distinct kinds of offerings that 
God deniands from His people: offerings 
of substance and offerings of service. In 
considering offerings of service, we find 
in the passage, as quoted above, a defi- 
nite command by God to His people to 
do something—a pure offering with in- 
cense shall be offered. 

God has always called for the best 
from Elis people, but it seems that some 
folks in the Old Testament days of blood 
sacrifice tried to get by with an old sick 
animal which was worthless to its own- 
er. “Ye brought that which was torn, and 
the lame, and the sick; thus ye brought 
an offering: should I accept this of your 
hand? said the -Lord.”— (Mal. 1:13). 
There are some spiritual chiselers of this 
day who are trying to get good things 
from God without paying the full price. 
They are referred to in Jude 12 as clouds 
without water. To such, God’s Word 
says, in Malachi 1:10, “I have no pleasure 
in you. . . neither will I accept an offer- 
ing at your hand.” Again, we read in 
Amos 5:21— “I hate, I despise your feast 
days, and I will not smell in your solemn 
assemblies.” 


Critics may argue that those harsh 
times .of Old Testament days have been 
done away in this age of grace, but we 
are told in Revelation 3:16—“So then be- 
cause thou art lukewarm, and neither 
cold or hot, I will spue thee out of my 
mouth.” Surely this warning from Jesus 
to the Laodiceans and to present half- 
hearted Christians is just as severe, if 
not more so. The command in Deuteron- 
omy 10:12 is repeated in Mark 12:30— 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy strength: this is the first 

commandment.”

It is to be at 
His command at all times “from the ris- 
ing of the sun even unto the going down 
of the same.” In 1 Peter 3:15 we are 
told to be “ready always.” 


Also in our text we are told WHERE 
we are to make our offering: “Among 
the Gentiles’—the sinners of this world. 
“Go ye into all the world” (Mark 16:15). 
God's people are referred to as witnesses 
(Luke 24:48) or ambassadors for Christ 
(2 Cor. 5:20). An ambassador is some- 


one appointed to represent his country 
in a foreign land. We are to be God's 
representative among those living in ig- 
porance, the sinners of this world. We 
are to be as a light shining out in the 
darkness of unbelief—a living testimony 
of the marvelous grace of God and the 
good things He bestows upon those who 
come to Him.

A Visit With An Old Soldier-J. Narver Gortner

Two cars with their conspicious Cali- 
fornia license plates wound their way 
through St. Petersburg, Florida, seeking 
the Pinnellas Park District. After a series 
of consultations with road maps and ver- 
bal interpretations by the most of us, 
which in some instances differed from 


the locai residents, we arrived on 74th 
Avenue. Our destination being somewhat 
established, our attention was given to 
the deep grey clouds that rolled and toss- 
ed as if playing tag. They threatened to 
immerse us without further notice (at a 
later date they did), thunder rumbled in 
a mourntul minor key, and the only 
bright spot in the horizon was furnished 
by the brilliant streaks of lightning. Yet, 
perspiration plaqued us and we mopped 
our brows as we drove up in front of 
“The Home of Retired Ministers and 
Missionaries.” 

Our visit was twofold. Not only did 
we desire to see the home sponsored by 
the Home Missions Department of 
Springfield, but housed here was our 
own esteemed Brother and Sister J. 
Narver Gortner. To many of us who are 
not newcomers to Northern California, 
he stands as a monument of human wis- 
dom inspired by the divine. Do we not 
recall that ofttimes one sentence from his 
lips dispelled the fog of uncertainty? He 
swayed our votes, and we were not sor- 
ry. Not only was he the pastor of First 
Church, Oakland, Executive and Gener- 
al Presbyter, but he was a teacher at 
Glad Tidings. Those of us who can turn 


back the pages of memory and find in- 
delibly printed the “Seven-fold Facts” 
that so characterized any chapter he out- 
lined, in unison chime, “We loved him 
and he has been missed.” aa 

The large U-shaped erstwhile hotel is 
an unpretentious building surrounded 
by green lawn and palms as straight and 
erect as the lives within the building. 
We not only felt the warmth of the 
weather, but a spiritual warmth encir- 
cled us. Here housed in this comfortable 
sanctuary were men and women who 
had given their lives for the gospel. Re- 
cently, we were told, three had written 
Finis to this mortal tabernacle. 

Brother and Sister Carl Holifield, sup- 
erintendents of the home, met the seven 
of us and showed us through the build- 
ing as the Gortners prepared to receive 
us. 

The home has all the attributes of a 
good Christian family, along with being 
congenial and friendly. The two dining 
rooms are an example: one is a screened 
porch for those who like the breeze; the 
other adjoins it for conversation sake, 
rinus the breeze. The 27 bedrooms are 
uniformly furnished with their early 
American-style beds and their cheerful 
gray tapestry bedspreads woven with 
pink roses. The Gortners are the only oc- 
cupants of the second floor, as there are 
only 12 people living there now. It will 
accommodate between 50 and 60. 

We waited in the second floor hallway 


as Mrs. Holifield rounded the bend and 
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knocked on the Gortners’ door, We heard 


the familiar voice call, “We are ready 
» % 
now. 


The Otto Schmidts, the Ely Persings, 
Vernita, and the Raymond Murrays filed 
in identifying ourselves—for the rumor 
was now verified; he is blind. He grasp- 
ed our hands warmly. The first notice- 
able thing about their room was their 
refrigerated “Berkeley” air. The heat 
had been hard on them until they in- 
stalled the air conditioning unit. I think 
it goes without saying that they ate on 
the breezy porch. The second thing evi- 
denced was their home sickness, they 
enjoy the home, but the ties here are 
strong. 


We noted no appreciable change in 
his appearance, he still wears his glasses, 
perhaps due to habit. The only differ- 
ence in his conduct was the lack of re- 
ferring to notes. He quoted poems for us; 
They were all memorized. His humor 
was in evidence as he quoted his poem 
about the cat that walked back to Cali- 
fornia from Florida. Recently on their 
58th anniversary he composed a poem. 
Ordinarily he could recite it to his wife 
and she would copy his lines, but this 
was different. This must be a surprise, so 
he memorized the 48 lines. We did not 
hide our tears as he recited the poem 
that paid tribute to the little lady quietly 
rocking by his side, who had also rocked 
the storms that must have accompanied 
55 years in the ministry. He reminded 
her that 


“Now we may be parted soon, 

How soon no one but God can know, 
For morn is past, and gone is noon, 
And we have reached the evening 

glow.” 

We listened while he quoted the pop- 
ular phrase “Old Soldiers Never Die.” 
But in tones triumphant he assured the 
little woman that they shall neither die 
nor fade—“But in that city God has 
made, shall shine forever as the stars.” 

Here before us sat a man who has 
loved books, whose library rivals those 
of many schools, whose eyes had _ scan- 
ned the pages of the Blessed Book until 
his heart was permanently stamped with 
its quotations. A man who has urged 
his students to study, to read—and now, 

‘the perpetual blackness of sightless eyes 
hampers his sunset hours of fruitful 
reading. Yet, in positive tones, in relying 
trust, he was heard to quote the last 
stanza: 


“God bless thee, wife, and give thee 
grace, 
And keep us both in sweet accord, 
Until our eyes shall see His face, 
The face of Christ, our glorious Lord; 
And when we lay our armor down, 
God grant that in that day of days, 
You may receive, and I, a crown, 
Where faith is sight and prayer is 
praise.” . se

Goelle of Stuttgart, secretary of the Ger- 
man Space Research Society, said it is 
“an open secret” among rocket experts 
that “the West and East are both work- 
ing on the project with the greatest en- 
ergy.” Such a space station, rocketed into 
an orbit around the globe, could be used 
as a platform for launching guided mis- 
siles with atomic war heads. It would be 
invaluable as a military observation post, 
Scientists interested in space flight point 
out that it also could be used as a takeoff 
point for rocket trips to the moon and 
other planets of the solar system. Koelle 
showed the Space Congress a model of a 
space station he has designed which 
would weigh 150 tons and accommodate 
50 to 65 persons. It would consist of cyl- 
indrical rocket with a ring of 38 rooms 
connected to it by pipes. The rooms 
could be used for living quarters and 
laboratories. The whole assembly would 
rotate at the rate of three-and-a-half 
turns a minute to simulate gravity and 
keep the occupants from floating around 
weightless. Koelle said his station could 
be built for $518,000,000 and would cost 
$40,000,600 to $50,000.000 a month to 
maintain. 
Underground Warehouses 

The Natural Storage Company, of Lor- 
ing, Kansas, is going underground in a 
big way. They are developing limestone 
caves about 16 miles west of Kansas City, 
Kansas, that will provide 125,000 square 
feet of storage space. Eventually it will 
accommodate 500,000 square feet. This 
cave is 100 feet below the surface, and 
will make an ideal bombproof shelter. 
This, no doubt, will be the beginning of 
many such underground quarters that 
will have multiple purposes. 
Plastic Armor 

The Army reports that they have de- 
veloped a new plastic armor that will 
be capable of stopping a .45 caliber bul- 
Jet at point blank range. This will be giv- 
en tests in Korea under battle conditions. 
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The Secretary’s Report of His Trip to 
General Council 


I'm afraid the main thing we remem- 
ber was the intense hot weather, which 
the northerners and westerners were not 
used to. In spite of the warm-weather 
welcome, we enjoyed a warm friendly 
welcome to the Deep South, and we 
have pleasant memories of fellowship 
with brethren meeting together from all 
over the world. Indeed this was so, for 
IT remember some from countries south 
of us, also some from Canada and Scot- 
land, as well as the many missionaries 
from the foreign fields. — 


The theme of the convention was 
along the line of “The most Pentecostal 
General Council ever bad,” celebrating 
the completion of the first half century 
of Pentecost and standing on the thresh- 
old of the second half century, reiter- 
ating old truths and experiences. The 
General Superintendent, Brother W. R. 
Steelberg, read from Psalm 78:1-7, tak- 
ing for a text: “Whose faith follow.” He 
emphasized that we have a heritage to 
pass on to our children. As we have re- 
ceived, let us pass it on. 

The reports given by the various de- 

partment heads reflected a growth and 
good spiritual tide that caused us all to 
feel God was indeed pleased to continue 
to bless this great movement. 
_ The General Secretary's report empha- 
sized our need to watch credentials. 
Brother J. R. Flower reported that there 
are now over 7000 ordained ministers 
and over 6000 licensed: and exhorters, 
making over 13,000 holding credentials; 
whereas there are only 5,854 churches. 
If all were actively engaged in public 
ministry, we should have several thou- 
sand more churches. The present mem- 
bership is estimated at 318,478. 

The General Treasurer, Brother W. 
A. Brown, presented an excellent finan- 
cial report, which showed an increase 
in income over the previous two years. 

The Foreign Missions Secretary, Noel 
Perkin, reported over five million dol- 
lars received for foreign missions in the 
last two years. This was a substantiol 
gain over the last report. The Ambassa- 
dor was sold because of the many gov- 
ernment regulations, expense of opera- 
tion, etc., due to spiraling costs. Also, 
due to the age of the plane, it was felt 
wise to dispose of it now without loss. 
Revivals in many countries were re- 
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ported, but there is also increasing per- 
secution and grave danger to the mission- 
aries, of their lives and property. 


The report of Brother Fred Vogler, 
chairman of the Home Missions Depart- 
ment, showed it had operated within 
its budget. He reported missionaries 
working among the Indians in 12 dif- 
ferent states. There are 145 churches 
now operated by various branch groups, 
35 by Italians. There are property hold- 
ings among Indians and in Alaska of 
around $300,000. 


The Department of Benevolence, also 
under Brother Vogler, reported 134 re- 
ceiving monthly checks; representing 
about 200 people including husbands 
and wives. A good report was given on 
the Pinellas Park Home, which is the 
national home for retired ministers and 
missionaries in Florida. The National 
Children’s Home at Hot Springs, Ark- 
ansas, has 57 children in it. It is efficient- 
ly managed by Brother and Sister Ray- 
mond. Joliff. 

Brother Ralph Riggs, Secretary of the 
Education Department, reported 12 
schools in operation, including eight 
Bible schools, five of which are in the 
collegiate division. There are two junior 
colleges, in Texas and Arkansas; and 
two high schools, in Texas and Oregon. 
These schools own plants valued at near- 
ly three million dollars, and they operate 
on a vearly budget of $1,088,086.91. They 
have a total of 186 teachers, with stu- 
dent enrollment of 2,947. There were 
1,477 graduated over the past two years. 

The Gospel Publishing House report, 
as given by the Publications Secretary, 
Brother Gayle Lewis, showed a substan- 
tial increase in sales and in net earnings 
over previous vears. A good sum was 
paid on the building indebtedness, as 
well as for a new press and other equip- 
ment. The total indebtedness is around 
$450,000, which, it is believed, can be 
liquidated in two to four years, 

The Sunday schools are growing, The 
aggregate enrollment is now 599,872. 
This is an increase of over 118,827 in 
two vears. Many are being saved. It 
was interesting to learn that 45 per cent 
of the Sunday school literature goes out- 
side the Assemblies of God. We have a 
little over 5800 churches, but supply 


about 11,000°Sunday schools. 

The report of the Radio Department 
was given by Marcus Gaston. He stated 
that there was an increase in mail and 
outlets. Testimonies have been received 
from many countries, and lots of con- 
verts have been made. There are 67 
outlets now; 30 were reported last Gen- 
eral Council. Finances have increased, 
so operational costs were in the black the 
last five months. Brother E. M. Clark 
from Nebraska will be the new director, 
as Brother Marcus is leaving to become 
associate. pastor with Brother Floyd 
Hawkins in Fresno. 

The tirst order of business after re- 
ports was the passing of a resolution 
stating that no certain extent of educa- 
tion shall ever be a requirement for 
credentials, but applicants shall be re- 
quired to take such reading courses and 
pass examinations as may be prescribed 
by respective District Councils in agree- 
ment with the credentials committee of 
the General Council. 

The report of the pensions committee 
was presented by its chairman, the 
writer. It was considered item by item 
and was accepted. The main basis of the 
plan is three per cent contribution of 
salary by the minister, and a like amount, 
or not more than six per cent, by the 
church to the credit of the minister’s ac- 
count for a retirement fund at 65 years 
of age. Accumulated interest is at three 
per cent. 

Invitations for the next General Coun- 
cil came from Long Beach, St Louis, 
and Milwaukee. The decision will be 
made by the Executive Presbytery. 

All the General Council officers were 

re-elected on the nominating ballot. All 
the Executive Presbyters were re-elected 
also. During the elections various com- 
mittee chairman gave their reports and 
recommendations, many of which were 
adopted. I was unable to get the details, 
as I was out some of the time serving on 
committee. 
- A motion was passed authorizing a 
Laymen’s Fellowship. The Executive 
Presbytery is to correlate recommenda- 
tions and name a man to head the de- 
velopment. 

Much discussion arose on a motion to 
revamp our.stand on divorce and. re- 
marriage; so authorization. was given to 
appoint a committee to study this sub- 
ject and bring in a report as the first 
order of business at the. next General 
Council. 

A motion was passed 
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the right to continue same president in of- 
fice until 38 years of age if so desired. Al- 


so passed was the motion making division 


of Speed the Light offerings on the 
same basis as World Missions, 20 per 
cent to the District for the home missions. 
Designations are to be out of the 80 per 
cent balance. 


A motion to recommend to the Con- 
gress that the clergy be included in so- 
cial security was referred to committee 
for study and report at the next General 
Presbyters or General Council meeting. 


The Women’s Missionary Council was: 


recognized as a national department, with 
a full time director to be appointed by 
the Executive Presbytery. 

The National Association of Evangel- 
icals was designated as processing agency 
for all Assemblies of God chaplaincy ap- 
- plications. 

A resolution was passed urging that 
the name Assemblies of God be put 
somewhere on all our churches. 

On motion, Brother Frank Gray was 
made an honorary member of the Gen- 
eral Presbytery as a fitting recognition 
for his many years of service in the Gen- 
eral Council and as Superintendent of 
the Northwest District. 

Also agreed upon by the General Pres- 
bytery was the motion that the General 
Secreary is to send out duplicate annual 
questionnaires, which will be returned 
to him, the copy then to be sent to the 
District office. 

The convention closed two days early. 
Mrs. Thurmond and I, with Brother 
Walter H. Smith, took a trip to Florida. 
It was a delight to have Brother Smith 
along, not only for his good company 
but also because he is acquainted with 
that area. 

We stopped at Pinellas Park the first 
night and visited with Brother and Sis- 
ter Gortner for a short time before re- 
tiring. The next morning we had break- 
fast and family prayer with the group in 
the home and had another visit with 
the Gortners. We found them well and 
cheerful. They are well cared for, and the 
surroundings are pleasant. However, it 
was extremely hot. This necessitated 
their having a cooling system for their 
apartment. He still believes the Berkeley 
air is better. God bless these dear ones. 
It was a joy to hear him quote one of his 
new poems and to reminisce with them 
over the past and present blessings of 
our fellowship and experiences. Brother 
Vogler was there for the night also. He 
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showed us around the home before we 
left. 


A side trip was made to the Florida 
District office, camp, and Bible school 
grounds at Lakeland. Brother Collins, 
the District Secretary-Treasurer, and 
Sister Goldie Runyon, the District Sun- 
day School Director, showed us around. 
Sister Runyon, a G.T.B.I. graduate, has 
been Sunday School Director there for 
about nine years. 


After leaving them we journeyed 
through the great orange belt and 
through reclaimed swamp lands which 
have great herds of cattle and sugar plan- 
tations. We went on down to Miami and 
on to Key West, out over the coral reefs, 
and back up the Coast Route through 
Palm Beach, Daytona, and Jacksonville 
to Atlanta, Georgia, where we left Broth- 
er Smith, who was going to Athens, 
Georgia, for evangelistic meetings. 


We visited Brother and Sister Homer 
Thompson, -G.T.B.I. graduates, now 
pastors at Greenwood, Mississippi, stop- 
ping over Sunday night with them. They 
have a nice work with good prospects 
of future development. 


Then we came by the National Chil- 
dren’s Home in Hot Springs, Arkansas. 
Sister Joliff showed us through the in- 
stitution. 


In spite of the heat and humidity, we 
enjoyed the General Council and our 
trip very much. We thank the Lord for 
this great fellowship and His protection 
in our journeyings. 

Before going to Atlanta, Mrs. Thur- 
mond and I visited our eldest son, Carl, 
and his wife, Betty, and their two chil- 
dren in Morristown, New Jersey. He is 
employed with the Bell Telephone Re- 
search Laboratories at Murray Hill, near- 
by. It was a joy indeed to see them. 
Though our visit was short, it was worth 
it. They took us to New York for a 
drive together, as Mrs. Thurmond had 
never been there. After leaving them we 
drove to Washington, D. C. and toured 
through the capital city for a few hours. 
We then went on through Virginia, North 
and South Carolina, and to Atlanta. 

We had hoped to return by Waxa- 
hachie, but reports of continued hot 
weather caused us to return via Route 
66. We stopped in Oklahoma to visit 
friends and then came on through the 
Texas panhandle, New Mexico, Arizona 
and back to good old California.

THE ART OF READING THE SCRIPTURES 


“All they ever ask me to do in the 
C.A. service is read the Scripture,” said 
Douglas as his mother questioned him 
about the service. “I wish they'd give me 
a more important job some time.” 


How often do we reason just as Doug- 
las did. Reading from the Bible is, to 
many, just a minor part of any service. 
The one who has that part feels he plays 
a very insignificant role. It is more or 
less just a mechanical part that anyone 
can render. 


Through a change of attitude and 
by thought and application one can make 
the reading of the Word of God a real 
work of art. There is a vast difference 
between one who preaches under a 
heavy anointing and one who just re- 
cites words. In like manner, there is a 
difference in one reading the holy oracles 
of God in a mechanical, singsong voice 
and one who makes the message vivid 
and real by the way in which it is read. 

I once knew a lady minister of the 
gospel who was greatly used of the 
Lord. She was a good preacher and did 
an excellent work wherever she min- 
istered. Although she knew the value of 
preaching and other work, yet she count- 
ed the reading of the Scripture as being 
one of her greatest means of service. 
She studied, worked, and prayed _ to 


prepare herself to read God’s Word ef- 
fectively. It is the studied opinion of 
the writer that more of us could well 
give more time to the practice of pub- 
licly reading the Bible. After all, the 
holy Book is the unadulterated message 
of God. What we say by way of comment 
is diluted by our many words and opin- 
ions. Our remarks are vapid and empty 
when compared to “thus saith the Lord.” 


If you are called upon for a public 
reading of the Bible, the first thing to 
which to give careful thought is the por- 
tion to be read. You have access to a 
vast storehouse of good things. Some 
portions are more appropriate at times 
than others. Don't just read from the first 
page that opens. Don't always read the 
shortest chapter; and don’t merely look 
for the part with the fewest hard words. 
Choose a portion with a message for the 
occasion and then make every prepara- 
tion to read it effectively. 

If you are to read the Scripture cor- 
rectly, you must make preparation be- 
fore the service. Practice reading the 
portion aloud. It is not enough to do so 
silently. Let no one laugh at you or 
deter you from so doing. You will want 
to familiarize yourself with the phrase- 
ology and the words. Make sure you

They say He made all 
things good from the beginning and now 
has no interest in them. Of: the many 
shrines set for worship, none are set for 
Him. Their shrines are for worship of 
ancestors and to appease demons. When 
the rain was late this year, they made 
sacrifices to bring it. 1 asked permission 
to attend one of these ceremonies, and 
the chief, a triend of mine, agreed over 
the protests of the witch doctors. 

When J arrived in the village they had 
a large pot of beer already made and 
cooled. The witch doctors filled their 
gourds with beer, and we went to the 
field where the farms were located. Here 
they erected a shrine, which was just a 
pile of rocks and broken pots. The first 
thing they did was to bow, before the 


shrine and ask the spirit of his health, 
and told him they were mindful of his 
power to prevent rains and keep the- 
crops from growing. They thanked him 
for his kindness in the past and asked 
forgiveness for anything they had done 
to make him angry. Then they removed 


the broken pots, poured beer on the | 
ground, put the broken.pots back and 
poured beer on each pot, then on the 
stones, and every so often they passed it 
around for the witch doctors and chief 
to drink. When they had poured it all 
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African witch doctors in a rain making 
ceremony. 
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- out, they bowed before the shrine again 


and begged the spirit to allow the rains 
to come and their crops to grow. They 
feel this spirit is not a good spirit, but a 
demon; so the entire worship is of fear 
and of hope of appeasing the evil spirit. 

When they had finished, I walked up 
close to the shrine, and the witch doctors 
began to yell, “He is gone, the white man 
made the spirit go.” When they had 
quieted down, they told me that when I 
came close to the shrine they saw the 
spirit leave. They were very upset and 
said they would have to make medicine 
to see if he would come back. The next 
day when I went back, they said the 
spirit had not returned, that I had more 
powerful medicine than he. This gave 
me a wonderful opportunity to tell them 
of Jesus: how He cast out devils and is 
more powerful than demons; that if they 
would trust Him, these spirits could not 
hurt them or their crops. One of the 
witch doctors threw away his native 
medicine, saying he was going to trust 
Jesus. So far they feel the demon has 
never come back to the shrine. 


It is wonderful to feel the presence of 


- God in this land of darkness.

There were three sessions a day. The 
mornings were spent in prayer and ex- 
change of ideas, the afternoons in. hand- 
craft, and in the evenings missionary pic- 
tures and discussions.

Mittens 
made from old wool garments, and baby 
shirts made from wool socks can be used 
by the Navajo Indians in New Mexico.

There is also a long list of sug- 
gested items that missionaries would es- 
pecially appreciate in their Christmas 
boxes--and the warning—NEVER, NEV- 
ER include soap in a box with food!

At General Council we had one ses- 
sion a day, but they were never long 
enough. Mrs. F. C. Woodworth. of 
Southern California, enthusiastically lead 
the sessions. her opening statement be- 
ing: “The Women’s Missionary Council 
has the most marvelous opportunity, the 
most stupendous task.” There was no 
preaching and we did not have mission- 
ary speakers, though several returned 
missionaries are now sectional directors 
or district leaders for the W.M.C., 
among them Sister Lula Bell Hough of 
China We heard words of wisdom from

Notes on a talk on “Packages for Mis- 
sionaries’ brings to mind that it is time 
to plan our Christmas packages for mis- 
sionaries and missionary children. I trust 
every group will send at least one gift 
package to a missionary child. The 
speaker said that even the brown pack- 
ing paper is used for sail boats and kites. 
If the gift is sewn into a feed sack, that 
is also used. Try to send a variety of 
things—but the main thing is: send some- 
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thing. Every child, whether at home or 
across the seas, loves to get a Christmas 
package. If it is to a country where duty 
is prohibitive, send books or other print- 
ed literature or a gift of money. 

The Children’s Home at Juneau, Al- 
aska, was presented, as well as the need 
tor a heating system for a new addition 
to the home that will cost around $2000. 
In a short time $2500 had been taken in 
pledges, and a time of rejoicing was in 
order. I pledged $100 from our District, 
as I thought surely each of our groups 
can give one dollar, and some can give 
more. This must be sent within 60 days; 
so please send what you can to me or 
Miss Minogue right away. Be sure to des- 
ignate it for the Juneau Children’s Home. 

We heard about the “Mission Village” 
at Springfield, a group of ten six-room 
permanent homes and a guest house for 
missionaries. These are all furnished. Tho 
W.M.C. can supply throw rugs, sheets 
and other linens, curtains for bedrooms, 
bedspreads, and luncheon sets to go with 
the red color scheme of the kitchens. 

We met Wagee, a darling little four- 
year-old Egyptian boy from Lillian 
Trasher’s orphanage, one of 800. Nearly 
50 orphans were “adopted” that after- 
noon by groups who will send $5 each 
month for the support of an orphan. I 
did not pledge for our District, but I am 
sure some groups, or Sunday school 
classes will want to do this. Write to the 
Foreign Missions Department, 434 W. 
Pacific St., Springfield, about it. If you 
wish, you can have a picture and the 
name of your orphan. 


‘A resolution was presented to the Gen- 
eral Presbyters and passed on the floor 
for a coordinator or secretary at Spring- 
field in connection with the Missions De- 
pertment for the W.M.C. The details 
for working this out were left in the 
hands of the Executive brethren. 


The following is the suggested goal 
for the W.M.C.: A W.M.C. in every 
church, every W.M.C. member an in- 
tercessor, every W. M. C. member a soul 
winner, every missionary child sponsored 
by a group, every orphan whether at 
home or on the field be sponsored by a 
W.M.C. group, every public library in 
the U.S. to receive subscriptions to all 
our Pentecostal papers, Evangel, Coun- 
sellor, Challenges and C. A. Herald, and 
every missionary, home or foreign—be 
remembered with a box at Christmas 
time. Colors chosen were red and white: 
red for the Blood, white for the robe of 
righteousness. An emblem idea of a cross 
with a heart was suggested, but as it was 
not accepted unanimously, it was sug- 
gested that ideas be sent in before Octo- 
ber 1. The Scripture chosen was the first 
part of Ecclesiastes 9:10—“Whatever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with thy might.” 
The motto: “We minister as unto Chrst.”

know the meaning and the pronuncia- 
tion of the hard words. Put your diction- 
ary to use. In the case of the difficult 
proper noun, check any  self-pronoun- 
cing Bible. Almost any large Bible marks 
the pronunciation of the hard names and 
also lists a table of the various signs used. 
With a little application anyone can 
authoritatively pronounce the hardest 
name in Chronicles. When, after prac- 
tice, you read the most difficult portion 


of an old Salvation Army song were very 
appropriate.

with ease your auditors will pay rapt 
attention to you. 

There is a skill in emphasizing the 
right words in a Scripture lesson. Em- 
phasis can either clarify or obscure the 
message. Study the portion at hand and 
carefully decide where the emphasis 
should be and then practice putting it 
there. 

One must by all means consider the 
basic elements of public reading as 
taught in common school. Speak loudly 
enough for all to hear. Enunciate clearly 
so that your hearers will not only get 
every word distinctly but every syllable 
as well. At least at the end of every 
sentence look up at the congregation. 
You are reading to others and thus con- 
sider them. If you stand with your eyes 
glued on the Bible as if you are oblivious 
of them, they will completely forget 
you and what you are doing. 

Even such a slight thing as inflection 
of voice means much in getting God’s 
Word to a group of people. Let your 
voice drop at the end of a sentence, 
rather than let it dangle in mid-air. By 
dropping your voice you make it known 
that you are not asking a question but 
are declaring a positive statement from 
God's immutable Book. 

When you are asked to read God’s 
Word you have a most important role 
to play. Let it never be said that you 
were lax in your preparation or were 
given an unimportant task.
